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STORMWATER 








If you fish, swim or enjoy the waters of the United States then 
stormwater is important to you. Stormwater is the generic name for 
rain and snow that falls and runs off into the local drainage system 
and eventually into streams, rivers, and the ocean. As it runs off, 
water collects contaminants that are on the ground, such as oil, 
chemicals, sand, salt, and discharges them into receiving waters as 
pollution. EPA regulates stormwater runoff under the Clean Water 
Act and requires most industries to obtain a permit for stormwater 
discharges. 


Logan, Hanscom, Worcester, Conley, Fish Pier and some 
Massport construction projects have stormwater permits. Permits 
require each facility to prepare and implement a Stormwater 
Pollution Prevention Plan (SWPPP) that describes how to minimize 
pollution entering stormwater. Implementation of Best 
Management Practices (BMPs) is one way to prevent non- 
stormwater discharges. The following are some examples of 


activities that have BMPs:

March 1" - Federal Hazardous Waste Biennial report due. Large quantity 
generators of hazardous waste are required to submit reports to MADEP. 


March 1" - State Recycling Permit Annual Report due. Generators who 
recycle hazardous wastes under one of DEP's recycling permits must submit 


March 1" - Tier Reporting, facilities that store hazardous materials must 
submit information.
